With the Jews to the end 
the earth deeply stirred by the ful 
fillment of prophecies which lea< 
them to believe that the hour of th 
founding of their New Zlon Is abou 
to strike, and with many of them 
actually planning a return to th 
land of their forefathers, the ques 
tion of the potential ability of tha 
land to support a greatly increasec 
population at once arises.

There is no possible doubt tha 
the Palestine of Biblical days, with 
a rainfall not greatly in excess o 
that of the present time, supportei 
an almost exclusively agricultura 
population of many millions.

Yet it is because some kind o: 
power is indispensable to any ex 
tensive reclamation in Palestine 
that these normally prohibitiv 
limitations have not been allowec 
to bar completely the door of the 
future. One source of power 
though a hitherto untried one, still 
remains the sea. I do not mean 
tide power, for the Mediterranean 
is practically tideless; but rather 
the utilization of the difference in 
elevation between the surface ol 
the great Middle Sea and that of 
the d«eply sunk valley of the Jor­ 
dan. As the dead Sea is almost 
1,300 feet lower than the Mediter­ 
ranean, and as the supply of wa­ 
ter from the latter is inexhausta- 
ble, It follows that the principal 
problem in connection with such 
a project will be an engineering 
one the construction of the neces­ 
sary works at a reasonable cost. 
Given the power that can undoubt­

installation, the restoration of Pal­ 
estine to a productiveness that will 
support a population of many mil­ 
lions may be reckoned as an abso­ 
lute certainty.

There are several extensive areas 
in the world that are below the' 
level of the sea notably in the 
western Sahara , and the Colorado 
Desert of our own Southwest but 
none where such a project as has 
now been put forward in Palestine 
could be advanced seriously. Yet, 
this boldest of modern engineering 
projects, unexampled though it is, 
is quite simple in its basic concep-

tlons. A 37-mile tunnel through 
comparitlvely soft rock, a turbine 
installation to develop tens of 
thousands of horsepower, a trans­ 
mission line to a great pumping 
plant 60 miles away, a couple of 
main canals to carry the lifted wa­ 
ter, and the usual system of later­ 
als and ditches construct these at 
a cost that will not leave too heavy 
an inetrest charge against the land 
reclaimed, and Palestine can . 
made to provide "milk and honey,' 
to say nothing of grain and frut 
and sugar, for the population vastly 
in excess .of that ruled over even 
by King Solomon. Without it, any 
attempt to found a New Zion 
through greatly augmenting the 
present population of Palestine 
would be almost certain to result 
in failure.

No one with the least interest 
in hydro-electric development can 
ever have visited Palestine without 
remarking the power possibilities la­ 
tent in the proximity of the Medi-

sion, but the fact that the Turk was 
in control of the country put even 
a tentative study of the engineering 
cide of such a project out of the 
Uuestion.

Doubtless the first thing an en­ 
gineer would investigate in studying

for Palestine is the posssibility of 
turning to advantage the. fall of the 
Jordan between the foot of the Sea
of Galilee 
Dead Sea.

and the head of the 
As the latter Is 1,292

ft. below sea level and the former 
682 ft., the Jordan will be seen to 
have a fall of 610 ft. in its sinuous 
:ourse of 185 miles. As the river 
is very winding, a canal of some­ 
thing like 60 miles in length would 
siffice to carry water to a point 
above the head of the Dead Sea.

The details of the project do not 
appear to have been worked out 
to a point where more than an ap­ 
proximation of the acreage reclaim- 
able has been arrived at, and this, 
of course, varies greatly accord- 
ng to the areas the water is car­ 

ried to. If the plains of Esdraelon 
and Sliaron are included in the 
scheme, this might well run to sev­

Scarcely less important in t

long run than the Sea of Galil
project in restoring Palestine
fruitfulness, will be the utilizatii
of- a part of the power from t
Dead Sea hydro-electric plant f
pumping from wells. A land wii
so many perennial springs and^el
as this can hardly fail to be u:
derlaid with inexhaustible rese
voirs of water that can be tappe
by boring. There has never bee
an attempt to develop artesian w,
ter in Palestine, although the fo
mation is such that it is more tha
probable that flowing wells woui
be brought in at no very consider!
ble depth. But with cheap powe
even good pumping wells woul
make posible the irrigation of man
rich wadies and plains in the sout
and west of the country that can
not hope to be brought within an
extensions of the Sea of Galil
project. Some of the best payin
crops in California, Algeria, and In
dia are raised by water pumpe
from wells under conditions no mor
favorable than those which ahoul
obtain in Palestine for this kim
of farming.

A comprehensive system of re 
forestation, carried out concurrently 
with the construction of the powe 
and irrigation works, would in 
time act to conserve the by no means 
inconsiderable rainfall of the coun 
try, and ultimately make it possi 
ble to raise crops by Irrigation from 
the augmented flow of streams long 
dry.
